Sunday evening at 8:45 the squad 
was summoned to the intersection ol 
Wilson and Nippersink roads, where* 
cars driven by Ryer N. Lundgren, 39, 
of 4156 North Harding' avenue, Chi- 
cago, and Bernard Vogt, 39, Round 
Lake, were involved in a collision in 
which Lundgren received injuries 
that caused his death a short time

with Lundgren, who was driving 
south in a 1940 Chrysler club coupe, 
was his wife, 327 who received inter- 
nal injuries and, cuts about the face. 

Lundgren suffered fractures of the 
neck, skull and. lower jaw and was 
bleeding internally. His condition was 
such that members of the squad and 
physicians believed he might not even 
live until removed to a hospital. He 
was taken to St. Therese hospital in 
Waukegan, being removed with all 
possible care, but succumbed to his in- 
juries at the hospital, .despite the ef- 
forts of two physicians to- save him. 

Vogt, who was driving west in a 
1937 Buick sedan, sustained broken 
ribs, and Ernest Manske, 42, of Route 
131 and Beach road, who was riding 
with him, had a broken right leg and 
cuts on his face. Both are relatives of 
the William A. Rosing family of Anti- 
och.

Need Friends As Well As Medicine 

With regard to the furore that was raised recently 
about veterans' hospitals, we've been interested lately in 
receiving the opinions of men who have actually been 
patients in them. 

Some ( of their comments might be worth a little 
Study. ' v ' ' 

For instance, they highly approve of the efforts 
various organizations have made to arrange social events 
for the patients. The only trouble is, they say, that 
these do not reach, the patients who are unable to leave 
their wards because of their injuries or handicaps, and 
who sometimes get pretty tired of looking at the same 
walls day in and day out. 

The hospitalized veterans who are able to do such 
handiwork as making poppies for Poppy Day, etc., appre- 
ciate the opportunity to do work that brings them a little 
"pin money." 

Enforced idleness and the inability to do work of 
some sort weigh heavily on the minds of those who have 
no means of occupying their time. Hence, many of the 
patients find handiwork a welcome diversion as well as 
a means of earning sums they can use for smokes, maga- 
zines and miscellaneous expenditures. 

The suggestion has also been made by some of the 
veterans that the establishment of smaller "rest homes" 
and "convalescent homes" to relieve the crowded condi- 
tions in the large veterans' hospitals would provide a 
welcome change of scene for such patients as were well 
enough not to require highly technical care. 

What many of them miss most, it is said, is the 
opportunity to mingle with people or to have visitors 
fTom outside the hospital — in other words, the ordinary 
"human contacts" of life. The feeling of being "shut in" 
is one of the most depressing of all factors to men who 
have lived active lives, it is said by some of these men, 
and the knowledge that people of the "outside world" 
could give them some companionship, or that they them- 
selves could have an occasional change of scene would, 
it is estimated, be most helpful to them in their battle 
to overcome illness or injury. 

Many of them no close relatives, or at least, no 
relatives or friends within a reasonable traveling dis- 
tance. 

While some of them will be in the hospitals for 
a comparatively short time, others will be there for long 
periods. Surely, a little more "humanness," as well as 
greater efficiency, can gradually be brought into these 
hospitals so as to make the lot of the veterans there a 
more cheerful one. 

Their staffs, many of them short-handed and over- 
worked, cannot do this alone. It is a job in which the 
public will have to, and should help.

Regulate Navy 

Mail Announced 



After July 1, copies of the Antioch 
News can be mailed to members of 
the armed services in the navy, 
marines and coast guard overseas 
only in accordance with the Postmas- 
ter General's Order No. 27851, which 
is as follows: 

At the request of the Navy Depart- 
ment, effective July 1, 1945, in order 
to conserve shipping space and to 
prevent nonessential mailings, the fol- 
lowing arrangements between the De- 
partment and the Post Office Depart- 
ment shall govern the acceptance in 
the mails of ..newspapers and other 
periodical publications addressed to 
personnel of the Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard overseas: 

1. individual copies of newspapers 
and magazines offered for mailing by 
publishers, addressed via the fleet 
post offices at New York, N. Y., or 
San Francisco, Calif., to .Navy, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard personnel on 
duty overseas, shall be accepted only 
when they are being sent in fulfil- 
ment of written requests initiated by 
the addressees for subscriptions or re- 
newals of subscriptions. 

2. Postmasters at the offices of 
mailing shall require publishers to 
present for their examination the re- 
quests from the addressees for sub- 
scriptions or renewals of sugscrip- 
tions. 

3. Relatives and friends may pay 
for the subscriptions or renewals of 
subscriptions provided the addressees 
have initiated requests therefor. 

4. Complimentary copies sent by 
publishers, copies paid for by adverti- 
sers, and copies sent under any kind 
of an arrangement whereby the re- 
quests of the addressees are solicited 
shall not be accepted. 

5. Copies mailed . in fulfilment of 
subscriptions which are unexpired on 
the effective date of this order shall 
be accepted until the subscriptions 
expire. 

6. Publishers mailing copies in ac- 
cordance with the foregoing shall in- 
clude with the address a certificate 
reading: "Mailed in conformity with 
P. 0. D. Order No. 27851:" Copies not 
bearing this certificate should prompt- 
ly be returned to the publishers. 

The ~Navy - Department has also sug- 
gested that through press and radio 
the public be encouraged to include 
clippings of particular interest in let- 
ter mail rather than send complete 
issues of newspapers and other publi- 
cations. : ;: 

Postmasters should, therefore, give 
wide publicity to the foregoing in or- 
der that all persons concerned may be 
informed of the necessity for conserv- 
ing shipping space.

Type of Work Affects 

Social Security Income 

"We had an inquiry at our office 
yesterday that illustrates a misunder- 
standing of one important provision of 
qld-age and survivors' insurance un- 
der the Social- Security act," Bernard 
Barnott,, manager of the Waukegan 
Social Security Board office, stated 
recently. "From the number of such 
inquiries, it seems that the misunder- 
standing is rather general. 

"Yesterday's inquirer was a man 
who had worked .up .to * six months 
ago at a job covered by the Social Se- 
curity act. Then he, got a job with the 
government. He was 65 and fully in- 
sure d. He wanted to know whether, 
if he applied for and became entitled 
to old-age and survivors' insurance 
payments, he could draw them while 
he was working for the government. 
It was explained to him that he 
could. He had believed that in order 
to- receive, old-age and survivors' in- 
surance payments he had to stop 
working entirely. That, . of course, is 
not true. 

The law provides that no payments 
will' be made to a : beneficiary for any 
month in which he renders services 
for wages of more than $14.99 in work 
covered by" the law. That is the only

"The secrecy which for weeks has 
surrounded the mysterious 'Ghost 
Corps' was lifted today, revealing Ma- 
jor General George S. Patton's 3rd 
Army's great eastward drive across 
Prance, distinguished by bold. tactics 
of encirclement , which won Prime 
Minister Churchill's praise in Parlia- 
ment the other day. 

"Within 15 days General Walker 
led his corps across, six rivers— the 
Loire, Seine, Vesle, Marne, Aisrie and 
the Meuse— to liberate scores, of 
towns and cities, including Chartres, 
Welun, Montere'au, Fontainebleau, 
Chateau-Thierry, Epernay, Rheims 
and Verdun. The corps* speed was 
such that it thrust , through the Ar- 
gonne Forest in a matter of hours, as 
compared with the several months re- 
quired to take these woods in the 
World War. 

"At one place the armored columns 
of the 20th Corps knifed through the 
enemy's defenses with such force and 
speed that staff officers of a* high 
German headquarters scrambled out 
of their mess hall and joined the flee- 
ing troops 'to avoid capture. Their un- 
touched food was still hot when the 
Americans moved in. 

"Incessantly pushing the Germans 
hack and off balance, the 20th Corps, 
captured or destroyed 200 enemy 
tanks, 350 personnel carriers, 500 
guns of large caliber, 80 planes and 
SO vehicles. Enemy troops killed or 
captured exceeded 20;000."

War Obligations are 
Still Important in 

Phone Co. Schedule 

"Recent reports concerning the par- 
tial lifting of restrictions on the manu- 
facture of telephone instruments have 
given rise, to false hopes on the part 
of people who are waiting for tele- 
phone service," E. L. Simpson, mana- 
ger for the Illinois Bell Telephone 
company, said today. "To the extent 
that availability of materials and man- 
power permits, additional telephones 
will be manufactured, but there is a 
tremendous waiting list of people who 
want telephone service, some 1,800,- 
000 of them throughout the country. 
The communication industry still is 
obligated to provide equipment to car- 
ry on the war and will continue to do 
so, even with the defeat of Germany." 

Simpson said the important thing to 
remember is that the majority of 
these 1,800,000 people cannot get ser- 
vice because there are not enough 
switchboards and other central office 
equipment, as well as cable and other 
line facilities which are necessary to 
provide service. . 

"Accordingly," Simpson added, 
"even if the company had adequate 
supplies of telephone instruments, 
which it* does not, and cannot expect 
to have, for some time, it would still 
be quite a while before service could 
be given to all who want it. The 
manufacture and installation of cen- 
tral office equipment, which has prac- 
tically been at a standstill for civilian 
service during the war, is an intricate 
and time-consuming operation, much 
more so than the manufacture of tele- 
phone- instruments. 
. "We appreciate 'the patience and 
understanding, shown by those on the 
waiting list. We are doing our utmost 
(o' meet everyone's needs at the earli- 
est possible moment."

LIBERATED IN GERMANY 

A'/C Roger A. Thill, Box 1073, 
Sqdn. W, AAAF, Amarillo, Tex., 
whites— 

"Knowing that you'd be interested 
in hearing about our good fortune, 
I'm happy to tell you that my brother, 
S/Sgt. Richard. A. Thill, was liberated 
the 26th of April by the U. S. 104bh 
division. As soon as he is rested and 
recovered, he will be returned by air 
to the United States. 

"Dick's second letter in 10 months 
is as follows: 

"April 26,- 1945 

" 'Dearest Mom, 

" 'I was liberated late yesterday 
afternoon. I am in good health; plen- 
ty 'run down after living on spuds 
and very .little black bread, but 
healthy. 

" 'I hope and pray that the Lord 
has kept you all safe and well., I can't 
tell you much more now, but as I re- 
read this, I see it's Rog's birthday. 
Happy birthday, Rbg! 

" 'The 30th of this month makes it 
the 10tli month- since I've heard from 
you. I can't wait to hear all the news 
and how and where everyone is. 

"'lam crawling with lice and will 
be deloused probably this afternoon. 

" 'Maybe you read how so many P. 
O. W.'s were marched over Germany. 
Really, it wasn't so bad. I hope you 
didn't worry much. 

" 'Love, and I hope you are all safe 
and well." . . 

"Dick was a tail gunner on a B-24, 
with the 465th Bomb group, 15th Air 
force, Italy. He was shot down over 
Kassel, Germany, on the 19th of June, 
1944. 

"Our youngest* brother, William E, 
Thill, is in an electronics and radar 
school in Florida. His address is Sdn. 
P, B. M. C, No. 1, Boca Raton, Fla. 

"I, am. attending Flight Engineers' 
school for B-29's at Amarillo. 

" While stationed at Minter field, 
Bakersfield, Calif., a month ago I met 
Harvey Miller. Harv and I graduated 
from high school together. He was 
the first Antioch boy I've met since 
being in' the army." 

• In addition to the tremendous toll 
of prisoners taken, elements of the 
Seventh army also liberated thou- 
sands of Allied prisoners of war when 
they overran German prison camps. 
Among the world famous personages 
liberated were Leopold, king of the 
Belgians, his queen and family, and 
Edward Daladier and Paul Reynaud, 
former French premiers. On the other 
side of the ledger the prisoners of 
the army include Herman Goering, 
Reich air marshal, Field Marshal' Al- 
bert Kesselring, commander-in-chief 
of the western front, and his prede- 
cessor, Field Marshal Gerd von Rund- 
stedt 

Before climaxing its spectacular 
drive to victory with a link-up with 
elements of .the Fifth United States 
army in Italy, the Seventh army cap- 
tured hundreds of key towns and 
cjties, including Nurenberg, Salzburg, 
Wurzburg, Innsbruck, Munich and 
Hitler's hideaway town of Berchtesga- 
den.
